The amall town 4a which he lived, vetwoon iiuchai (117-49, 36-55) and Paote (113-03, 
39-01), was at that tine noar the Chinose Cescunist zone of occupation, aml Yall 
waa often invited to dinner by the Chincse Comunist district chief. In spite of 
thse fact that TON had worse toun JO invitation carde from Chinese Camunicts and 
mmerous invitations from Chungking, ell of which he refused, he still maintained 
geo relations with Chungking and Yonan. 


At tho sams time he maintained clogs connections with the Japanese Army in Shansi, 
and top-ranking Japanese officers often visited him to dfscuse the administration 
of Shansi Province. 

The Japanese could not cven appoint a helen chico? without YEN's consent, since, 
without it, the pation inhabitants refused te recogize the autherity of the 
appointed official.

At present the Chinese Comunists area not ageressive in YINe territory, since so 
mach of their strength 1s concentrated in Manchuria. It eppears as if YEN has 
voached a compromise with them, bat, in reality, while both sides enjoy relative 
peace, the interticn to rumain quict for tho tine being is stronger in Chinese 
Commnist circles, another factor influencing the possitlity of conprenise is 
the close cooperation mith WEN of YAMAOKA (aeo paragraph &), one of the best 
experts on the Soviet Union in the Japenese Ammy, oms a militery attache to 
Moscor and o fluent speaker of Russian. ‘IF YAUAOKA is allowad to rebucn to 
Japan, tho possibility of compromises will be grrcater. 
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
